• effect upon the jury. and upon public opinion in this country. It has astounded me." 


AMAZING DISCLOSURES. 


For the time being, at least, the actual issues involved in the murder committed by Thaw are 


•submerged in the amazing disclosures that have come to light in the last few hours—disclosures 
that deal with the so-called orgies of a group of rich and influential men, qf whom White is alleged, 
to have been the acknowledged leader. 


Tales of White, which have been whispered about the Tenderloin since the shooting at the top of' 


Madison Square Garden, have now the backing of sworn evidence. The result of the investiga- 
tion, begun Thursday at the District Attorney's office into the peculiar

White and his friends were said to have followed, is now known. 


SECOND INQUIRY. 


Crop-ping up, unexpectedly, in the District Attorney's investigation of the murder, these reve- 


lations are not only to have an important bearing on the trial of Thaw, but are to be She object of a 
second inquiry, beginning Monday in John Doe proceedings. The Grand Jury, will also take up the 
matter in connection with further probing in the case. 


PRISONER NERVOUS. 


Mrs. Thaw paid a visit to her husband today and remained with him for over an hour'and a 


halt—the longest visit she fias yet paid to the Tombs to see the millionaire. The prisoner is still in 
a nervous state, but was much cheered by the visit of his wife. 


Mrs. Thaw obtained a special pass from the Department of Charities and Corrections to visit 


Harry tomorrow.

SO.—With 


the announcement that the expenses 
of administration of the relief funds 
will be tor the* first year f 1,000,000 or 
more than one-sixth of the money on 
hand, there Is a revival of sentiment 
relative to the direct distribution of 
the money among the refugees. 


This was the plan outlined by W. 


J. Bartnet, president of the Western 
Pacific Company, and one of the com- 
mlttemen who went to Washington to 
induce the federal government to loan 
the city $10,000,000 
and 
guarantee 


$12,000,000 worth of bonds.

ent those In charge of the relief funds 
have only had the proposition before 
them of erecting small houses for the 
accommodation of the refugees at a 
nominal rent.

ster he is represented to have been, but he was a useful man in the 
world. He was a man of great talent, which he employed in a noble 
art. 
On the other hand, his slayer is a worthless member of society. 


His chief claim, prior to the Madison Square Garden tragedy, to noto- 
riety was his lavish-ness in spending irmej he never earned and mar- 
rying a painted beauty ot h; ,«tage i.hose reputation was as badly 
soiled as the tights she spirted in the choruses.

|( e«i,e to serve the public interests. The Tulare Republicans are try- 
| ing 1o do Jim Ony.- politics in condemning it and blaming the Demo- 
lcra*s for following its mandates till it was declared void by the 


I courts. 
' 
The passag-e of this act gre\v out of the difficulty of collecting the 


bonds of defaulting officials. As a rule the bondsmen of State, county 
and municipal officers are wealthy and influential men in their respec- 
tne conrnunilicb u ho resist payment by every, device known to the 
law when persons for whom they have become sureties are recreant 
to their trust. Sometimes the collection of bonds was made a political 
issue and whole communities were set b}' the ears by efforts to 
collect on one hand and the resistance made on the other. Often the 
State, county or municipality lost, and in all cases co'lection was long ' 
delated and expensive. 


Hence the u isc'om of taking out bonds for officials in surety com- 


panies organ;zed specially for the purpose. 
But the companies natur- 


ally demand a fee for assuming the risks, and as it would be maidfestly 


j unjust to require the office holder to pay a portion of his salary for a [ 


1 bond that he could give for nothing with friends for sureties, the pre- 
miums were made a public charge. This v,as just and proper, and it 
is unfortunate that the law would not stand the constitutional test. 


Had the law remained in force, the public would have been the I 


gainers, for the surety companies keep a vigilant oversight over the ' 
conduct, habits and asso:iations of the men whose integrity they , 
guarantee, an.l there is infinitely less difficulty, delay and expense in 
collecting from them than in collecting from individuals who have 
become sureties merely to oblige some friend or part}' associate. 


It is a disgusting sight however, to see two parties pettifogging 


and sidestepping over an issue that would br a shabby one if alive, 
but which is as dead as the late Julius Caesar.

McCaleb Was Well 


Known in Stoi 


Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 30.-"Out of good there hath 


come evil and out of evil there sometime cometh good"—so 


preached a prophet of today and so verified an incident of 


yesterday, to wit.: the shooting of Stanford White, one of 


America's greatest architects, by Harry K. Thaw, who had 


nothing to recommend him to the public but a pretty wife and 


the millions he inherited from his father. 


There are many Stanford Whites in Oakland and in San 


Francisco. Also are there many Evelyn Nesbits. While it is 
quite impossible to abolish weak minded women it is by no 
means impossible to wipe out the unorganized but clinging 
group of men whose sole mission in life is the destruction of 
everything that girlhood and womanhood implies. 


In San Francisco the existence of these moral monsters 


was demonstrated by the revelations of the Durrani and the 
Nora Fuller cases. The public has never known the inside of 
the Durrani case, and while it is definitely admitted by every- 
one connected with that sensational crime and the more sensa- 
tional prosecution that Durrani was convicted by perjured tes- 
timony, they also admit that he was guilty and that the set 
with which he was mixed was the rottenest in San Francisco. 


The investigation of the Nora Fuller case case disclosed the 


fact that a class of men similar in temperament to Stanford 
White, the great architect, existed in San Francisco on a smaller 
scale. Lawyer Grant, a police court practitioner, was called 
for an explanation by the authorities on the ground that he 
knew Nora Fuller and the members of her childish circle ad- 
dicted to visiting the offices of professional men for the price 
of a box of candy. 


In Oakland I read of the conviction of Lawyer Mitchell 


on a similar charge. I am told that a number of other pro- 
fessional men on your side of the bay have made a practice 


of entertaining children in their offices and that the police 
have been called upon to investigate their motives, but have 
witheld from taking definite action for want of conclusive evi- 
dence. 


Now while admitting the infamy of Stanford White, I 


must admit that the alleged horror of his life does not appeal 
to me as of especial abnormality when I review the pasts of the 
people who are attacking him bitterest. There can be no ques- 
tion that he lived the unworthy life, but did he live any worse 
than thousands of the most prominent and professionally moral 
citizens of San Francisco or Oakland1? 


I can name a dozen men who were prominent not only in 


the night life of old San Francisco, but in its church circles 
as well, who could give Stanford White cards and spades in 
the art of getting up studio parties, as they are politely called 
in the parlor parlance. 
"

But these men have not yet been officially exposed, so 


I will not disclose their identity. In their careless moments 
they have all partaken of the roseleaf bath and played the 
disrobing card game. I leave them to their own consciences, 
especially when in the presence of their wives and daughters, 
to repent of their sinful follies. 


The killing of Stanford White will rid New York of a 


set of men whose only aim in life is to destroy the lives of the 
young girls who seek the stage as a means of livelihood. All 
I hope is that his death will be a hint to the members of a 
similar set that has had a like aim in the San Francisco of 
yesterday. The more Stanford Whites killed by the Harry 
Thaws the better off will be this much maligned country of 
ours.

Lord Rosebery, then prime Hiinister of England, and Arthur 
Balfour, subsequently prime minister of England, were Wilde's 
closest friends at the time of his arrest. 


Only three years ago Sir Hector Macdonald, one of Eng- 


land's greatest soldiers, was forced to kill himself for fear of 
exposure and subsequent ruin.

It is not at all surprising to learn that the genial Thomas 


is mixed up in this remarkable affair. He knew Thaw pretty 
well, but I had an idea that he was better acquainted with Stan- 
ford White, on account of the latter's position in the art world. 
Young Thaw had practically no real social position, but White, 
before he forgot himself, had the entre to the most exclusive 
circles of Manhattan. However, it was with the Thaws that 
McCaleb dined the night of the tragedy. 


Tommy McCaleb is one of the most remaikable persons 


on the coast. He has a memory so accurate that it has been 
likened to fiy paper. If a man or woman starts talking on a 
subject dealing with books, and happens to quote a line, para- 
graph or verse from the author under discussion, McCaleb is 
quite capable of telling you the exact page of the book on which 
the quotation is printed. 


He has already spent two fortunes, and when he comes in 


for the third, which is now on the way, he will probably once 
again illuminate Newport and Paris as he did in the days of 
old. 


Then Tommy enjoyed the friendship of Guy de Maupas- 


sant, the greatest of all French short story writers. He knew de 
Maupassant during the period when he was spending his sec- 
ond fortune and before the wild nights of the novelist's life 
had eaten into his brain. He is the friend of some of the most 
prominent artists and musicians on the continent and in this 
country. I have no doubt he found great amusement in attend- 
ing the broiler parties given in the apartments of White. 


Tommy has always had a great fondness for the stage and 


one time was wildly in love with grand opera. In those days 
Melba worshipped him. I shall be very glad when Tommy re- 
turns and tells me all the details of the nasty nice gatherings 
at which Stanford White was the host. 


It was McCaleb who escorted Mrs. Thaw from Madison 


Square Garden immediately after the shooting of White by her 
husband.

Another one-time San Franciscan involved in this tragedy 


of Sybarites is Mr. Lionel Lawrence, better known to the red 
light districts that flourish from the Atlantic to the Pacific as 
"Larry Lawrence, the muchly-married man." 


"Larry" Lawrence is one of the most peculiar and one of 


the most depraved persons that ever tainted old San Francisco's 
tenderloin. He came out here in company with a newspaper 
man to take charge of the stage at Fisher's. His strong card 
was the production of an illuminated dance which was listed 
on the programme as the "Radium Dance from the New York 
Casino, one of the most beautiful, brilliant and dazzling terp- 
sichorean efforts ever attempted." 


However, the amount of phosphorus that Larry required 


to illuminate the pajamas of the chorus "lydies" who partici- 
pated in the turn was more-4han Fisher or Manager Friedlander 
could afford and so instead of an illuminated dance all the au- 
dience saw was a darkened stage during the presentation of Lar- 
xy's famous invention. 


After a while he got in a row with the Fisher people and 


drifted down to the Belvedere music hall, which was conducted 
by Jimmy Coffroth and Eddie Graney, with the assistance of the 
local brewery syndicate and the "good things" who drifted 
into the wine room with bank rolls they were tired of.

For several weeks Larry was one of the star attractions of 


the booths in the rear of the stage. He entertained -.he visitors 
and the employes of the house generally with detailed stories 
of his six marriages and so long as there was anyone around 
to buy him a drink he was ever ready to try and sing or attempt 
to dance for their amusement. 


At last Graney and Coffroth got tired of him and he went 


to work for Jerome Bassity on Mason street, nexl to the old 
Techau Tavern. There he superintended a production called 
"The Isle of Champagne," the same show that ho vas running 
at the Madison Square Roof Garden when Harry Thaw shot 
White. 


Of course, as produced on Mason street the "Isle of Cham- 


pagne" was a little bit tougher than the game that is going in 
New York, for under the tutelage of Jerome Bassity, Larry 
even got worse than usual. Since returning to New York he 
has been mixed up in a number of cheap productions where 
cleverness is supplanted by shapely limbs and pretty faces. It 
was to Larry Lawrence that Stanford White wen< and sought 
an introduction to one of*the chorus when Thaw spotted him 
behind the scenes and determined to kill him. 


I suppose Larry will be one of the most important wit- 


nesses in the ultra-sensational trial of Thaw. As both sides 
have plenty of money and plenty of influence, it is very diffi- 
cult to predict just what will be the nature of his testimony; 
but you may rest assured that he will not tell any sort of a story 
unless the "ghost walks."

notwithstanding, medical delusions In 
surprising number still survive from 
the ages of faith. 
Any physician who 


practices among the poor and ignor- 
ant can testify to this, ar.d It is In par- 
ticular the staff and students of an 
Institution 
like 
the 
Post-Graduata 


Medical School and Hospital, says the 
Xew York Tribune, which receives its 
patients k.rgely from the lower East 
Side, a quarter teeming with variety, 
who are made to appreciate most fully 
the extent of superstition regarding 
remedies for disease. 


Italian immigrants are peculiarly In- 


teresting in this respect. 
They fre- 


quently attribute stomach trouble to 
cat's 
hairs 
supposed to have been 


swallowed, and persist In eating egg- 
sheila to cure it. They also eat snails 
a« a remedy for consumption, though 
here they are supported by a highly 
respectable authority—that of "The 
Accomplished Physician," published in 
1656, which declares that snail water, 
"owing to the cool, clammy and glu- 
tinous substance of the snail," Is par- 


ticularly grateful to the consumptive. 
These Italians use castor oil whenever 
their feelings become at all excited, 
either by joy or sorrow, burn rolls of 
waxed paper In their ears to cure ear- 
ache, and willingly go through 
the 


even more heroic treatment of light- 
ing fires on their bare stomachs when 
they have dyspepsia. 


The trouble with these people 
Is 


merely that they have not advanced 
with the times, but are still holding 
beliefs which are held by the most 
Intelligent and best educated men of 
a. few centuries ago. 
An apothecary's 


-hop in Queen Elizabeth's time waa 
stocked with things that strike mod- 
erns as singular enough, considered as 
medicine. 
These were crabs' claws, 


foxes' 
lungs, stags' 
hearts, 
boars' 


tusks, seahorses' teeth, 
elks' 
hoofs, 


precious stonea in powder, flying: fish, 
tortoises, 
aiigators, 
dried 
toads, 


worms, scorpions, even human mum- 
mies. 
These latter were quite popu- 


lar as a remedy for epilepsy, vertigo 
and palsy, besides being supposed to 
heal -wounds and mortifications. Mum- 
my cost os. 4d. a pound, or $1.28 In 
our mi ney, and was 
a 
recognized 


staple of commerce. But, being so ex- 


pensive, an. artificial substitute was 
Invented which Is described by Crol- 
lius In his "Royal Chemist" as calling 
for "the carcass of a young man, some 
say red-headed, not dying of disease. 
but killed." 
It Is prbable thaf this 


ghastly recipe was responsible 
for 


many of the mysterious 
disappear- 


ances common in those thrilling days. 
Human skulls sold for as much 
as 


eleven shillings apiece, and were giv'en 
In the form of a powder, mixed with 
a little oil, 


The most highly esteemed prescrip- 


tions of the oldtlme apothecary .were 
those which cost the most, and which 
must needs, therefore, Include pow- 
dered prscloUB stones. "Gascon's pow- 
der" was one of the most costly of 
these 
medicaments, being prescribed 


by the great physicians for their more 
Important patients. It cost forty shil- 
lings (J8.80) an ounce, and was made 
In equal parts of crabs' eyes, pearls, 
white amber, Oriental bezoar and the 
black tips of crabs' claws. 


Precious stones, too, were thought 


to have much efficacy when worn as 
amulets. The ruby protected its wear- 
er from plague and pestilence; 
the 


amethyst kept a man steady and so- 


ber; blood-stones 
stopped 
bleeding: 


the onyx prevented epilepsy; the to- 
paz 
cured Inflammation; the opal 


strengthened weak eyes; and the em- 
erald prevented foolishness and aided 
the memory. Concerning the emerald, 
an old writer further testifies; 
"It 


takes away vain and foolish fears, as 
of devils and hobgoblins, folly and an- 
ger, and causeth good conditions; If 
It do so worn about one, reason will 
tell him that being beaten Into powder 
and taken Inwardly, It will do much 
more." 


The use of herbs and plants 
as 


medicines, of course, agrees with mod- 
ern practice; but the old physicians 
made the mistake of considering them 
as possessing semi-magical properties. 
It was believed that they were the 
dwelling-places 
of 
good 
and 
evil 


spirits which worked their good and 
evil wills upon those 
who 
touched 


them. The old rhyme says; 


Trefoil, vervain, John's wort, dill 
Hinders witches of their will, 


and these four plants had extraordin- 
ary reputations In the Middle Ages 
for both natural and supernatural 
powers. The trefoil Is common In the

South, and has certain legitimate 
medical properties.
